JOHHSTOWN, Pa., June 8.—The entire 
blame of the calamity has been placed 
upon the South Fork Hunting and Fish- 
ing dub. 
The coroner's jury that has 
been in session at Nineveh terminated 
its labors yesterday afternoon and the 
verdict has been fully prepared, only 
lacking the signatures of the jurors be- 
fore being given publicity. 


It is understood the jury declared the 
executive committee of the South Fork 
Fishing club guilty of gross, if not 
criminal, negligence. Some of the peo- 
ple in the vicinity are so much incensed 
that apprehension is expressed for the 
safety of W. S. Boyer, superintendent 
of the cottages on the lake. Already 
some of the villas have been broken into 
and the furniture demolished. Boats 
have been taken in broad daylight and 
reduced to kindling wood by infuriated 
crowds. 


mntSES ON THE 
OBOUKD. 


J o h n s t o w n , Pa., June 8.—Clara Bar- 
ton, the world famed nurse and organ- 
izer of relief corps, is here with the en- 
tire field corps, of the Bed Cross. Miss 
Barton is a very plain looking woman, 
dark complexioned, and with a face full 
of tenderness, mingled with determina- 
tion. This morning she wore a simple 
gray gown. On her left Mm was the 
red cross that is the badge of her or- 
ganization. 
Over her gray gown was a 
white apron. Her bonnet was a little 
one, partly a nurse's cap and partly the 
hood of a sister of charity. 


She said: "It seemed as if we were 
a long time getting here. 
We started 
on Sunday morning and should have 
reached here on Tuesday evening and 
then, I think, by the special favor of the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad. 
I have 
here my staff and a corps of Mteen phy- 
sicians, under the direction of Dr. 
O'Niel, of Philadelphia. With the phy- 
sidans are six trained nurses. We have 
a complete quartermaster's and kitchen 
department and have all the stores 
necessary for a large campaign in the 
field. 


"We have one large hospital tent ca- 
pable of accommodating forty persons; 
four smaller tents which will hold twen- 
ty persons each, and four still smaller 
tents which will hold ten persons each. 
We expect more tents from Washington, 
and then we shall establish branch hos- 
pitals in Johnstown 
proper, and in 
Eemsville. 


"I shall remain here until there is ab- 
solutely no need of my remaining long- 
er, either through the epidemic, if there 
is one, or until all danger of wholesale 
disease is past." 


Miss Barton was in her tent sewing 
when the reporter found her. She was 
sewing curtains for the womens depart- 
ments in the tents. The scrupulous or- 
der and neatness about the camp makes 
it a simple flower in the Johnstown des- 
ert. 


"On the fann of CoL Hamilton i t 
Kirnville," said Bßss Barton, "so I am 
told, an epidemic of diptheria is feared. 
We haye oi^nized a ^stem of house- 
hold canvassing for the sick and injured. 
We have alrea|d^p4e&^4>eople sick on ac- 
count of the iS^ooi at Kirnville and fifteen 
sick people /n Johnstown. Now in our 
tents none of these are seriously ill, 
most of them are suffering from ^ocks 


f r o m what they have suffered. 


"We shall have an extra force of 
physidans here to-day or Monday. Dr. 
Gardner, of Bedford, Ind., and his wife, 
who have had a great deal of experience 
in the western floods, and who are both 
members of the Bed Cross asi^iation, 
are both with us."

The Koise of Thunder. 


One of the best descriptions of a 
common natural phenomenon is that 
recently given by M. Hirn, in which ho 
says that the sound which is known as 
thunder is due simply to the fact that 
the air traversed by an electric spark 
—that is, a flash of lightning—is sud- 
denly raised to a very high tempera- 
ture, and has its volume, moreover, 
considerably increased. 
The column 
of gas thus siiddenly heated and ex- 
panded is sometimes several miles long, 
and, as the duration of the flash is not 
even a millionth of «a second, it follows 
that the noise bursts at once from the 
whole column, though for an observer 
in any one place it commences when 
the lightning is at the least distance. 
In precise terms, according to M. Hirn, 
the beginning of the thunder-clap gives 
us the minimum distance of the tight- 
ning, and the length of the thunder- 
clap gives us the length of the column. 
He also remarks that when a flash of 
lightning strikes the ground it is not 
necessaioly from the place struck that 
the first noise is heard. Again, he 
points out that a bullet whistles in 
traversing the air, so that we can, to a 
certain extent, follow its flight, the 
same thing happening with a falling 
meteorite just before striking the earth. 
The noise actually heard has been com- 
pared to the sound produced when one 
tears linen. It is due really to the 
fact that the air rapidly pushed on one 
side in front of the projectile, whether 
bullet or meteorite, quickly rushes 
back to fill the vacwm left in the rear.

ICanjr Curious Rnlns Dlxcovere«! — Crude 
and Antiquated A l e t h m l s of Mining—For- 
tunes I<yiug Dormant, AMaitiug tlie Ad- 
vent of Anglo-Saxon Blood, Muscle and 
Slacliinery. 


NE of the interest- 
ing peculiarities of 
the numerous ruina 
1 n 
Northwestern 
Chihuahua. 
that 
indicates a once 
lense 
population 
living off the soil, 
is iu the waj' that 
most of them seem- 
ed to have met their 
fate. Avrites Lieut. 
SchAvatka, in the 


Chicago Inter Ocean. Whenaruined house 
is dug into, all the skeletons of its occu- 
pants are found in what might be termed 
the combined kitchen and dining-room—for 
these two rooms were in oîie—and always 
near a flre-placo. The postures of those 
skeletons are as various as it Is possible for 
the human body to assume. They arc found 
kneeling, stretched out, sometimes Avith 
their locked hands over their heads, on 
their sides, and again with their children in 
their arms, no two being alike, at least 
the same house, or seri -s of houses AA'here 
they were united into apuoblo. 
NOAV, in the 
AA-hole study of sepulture it has been uni- 
versally lound, even 
among tho loAvest 
savages, as Avell as the" most civil- 
ized, 
AvhateA'cr 
form of burial 
they 
adopt, 
no 
matter 
AVhat mav 
be 
the absurdity of it from our point of'vioAv, 
that it is ahvays uniform in tbe main points, 
alloAving, of course, some slight deviations 
for cast»; or rank. The positions of these 
skeletons in their 
OAvn houses controvert 
this theory, and haA'o let some to belicAo 
that they Avere destroyed there by a great 
earthquake or other violent action of nature. 
Thè evening meal is the only one Avhen they 
are all gathered together at about the same 
hour. 
The earthquake must haA-e been a 
terrible one ami liaA'e shaken down the big 
buildings on the occupants before they 
could haA'e escaped. 


Near Barranca I visited a set of ruins, and 
what I found was about the folloAvinj: The 


ably âie same iiroportioa 
tbe vela. He made no heaitatioii In assert- 
ing that. with new improved maehinery. 
such as that employed in the mining dis- 
tricts of the United States, and with a rail- 
road running near by, all the immense slag 
plies, tbe refuse of probably fifty years of 
Mexican mining, could be worked over with 
a decided profit to the people handling 
it. 
There are probably a dozen great 
fortunes lying dormant iu the different 
slag-piles of the oM mines of northwestern 
Chihuahua alone. And yet these people 
still persist 
workiog in this wav with im- 
proved machinery all around them. 
While 
we were at thè little Mexican town of La 
Ascension, we saw about a dozen natives 
working by this method. Avhich is as old as 
that mentioned in the Bible. The rich ore.

shoAving probably S250 to the ton. has been 
pried out of the vein AA-ith croAvbars and 
rough blasting and then brought to the 
town on the backs of burros. 
Hero the 
huge rocks Avere broken atHrst with sledge- 
hammers until they Avere reduced to a size 
about as big as one's list, so that they could 
be handled and broken by smaller hand 
hammers until it Avas almost as fine as sand. 
It was reduced to a complete powder by 
bein:i beaten in coarse leathern bags. It Avas 
then taken and mixed with water and 
throAvn into an arasbra. which is a cross 
betAveen a cofTee-mill and a quartz crusher: 
in short, it is four stones tied to a reA'olviiig 
mill-bar draAA-n bv the inevitable mule ol 
Mexico. 


This makes a paste rich in granulated 
silver. Avhich is mixed Avith salt and boiled

first thing noticeable is a well-dellned road 
leading straight up a hill to a slight bencn 
overtopped by a hi^her hillatthe end of tho 
bencli. 
Here is an ancient ruin built of 
stone and looking very much like a position 
of defense. It may have been a sacrificial 
place, for otherAvise I cannot account for 
the careful construction of '/íie road leading 
to it 
Had it been purely for defense, the 
road Avould not have been needed, especially 
so Avell made; but experience has taught 
me that Avhen no other reasonable explana- 
tion can be found for a doing, that supersti- 
tions or religious motives can then be read- 
ily introduced to account for it. 


The hill was really an outlyjng one from a 
larger one near by overlooking it, and after 
climbing up the latter about h.-vlf Avay a se- 
ries of stone buildings, not discernible from 
the bottom, are clearly made out. 
They 
encircle the hill, and about half-AA-ay be- 
tAveen it again and the top of the hill is 
another row of encircling buihlings faintly 
made out by their ruins, but the masonry is 
of the very best character. 


On tho top of the hill is a fortification, 
probably. Avlth a wall about tAventy feet 
from the top, OA-ertopped and almost hidden 
by a hanging mesquite bush. At the base of 
both hills is a series of mounds extending as 
fiir as the eye can reach, and I almost feel 
afraid to place an estimate on the number I 
saAA-. Moro than that, I am afrjiid to say 
Av-hether the mounds really reproseÁt build- 
inss at all. In all other mounds thpre is "a 
sign of the housc-Avalis protruding through 
the debris, but here there is none; yet they 
closely resemble tho other mounds in all 
other'respects. 
EA-erything goes to shoAV 
that these people Avere on the defensive, and 
that defense Avas often necessary. 
These 
ruins look very much older than any others 
that I have A'isited here, but much of it can

be accounted for, I think, by tho sandy 
character of the district. 


These valleys along the foot-hills of the 
Sierra Madre Mountains may have held a 
dense population Avhen these ancient people 
sojourned here. If the pliysical characteris- 
tics Avere the same as at the present time it 
is easy to account lor. To the AvestAvard it 
is too mountainous for many people to find 
homes and cultivate the soil. Avhile to the 
eastAvard the country is too barren after 
one pusses the linj of the lakes or Avhere 
tho mountain riA crs sink. 


The strip along the foot-hills, betAveen 
the main ridge of mountains and tho plain, 
is about the only place Avhere an agricul- 
tural people could live in large numbers 
and thrive, and now that tlie 
dreaded 
Apache Indian has been finally subdued I 
think the day is not very far distant Avhen 
it Avill be again well peopled by a commun- 
ity engaged in peaceful pursuits. 
Those 
ancients probably raised everything they 
needed, so that there Avas very little com- 
merce between them, and not much need 
for roads or trails, although a feAV of them 
are occasionally made out Avith a great deal 
of distinctness. I have already spoken of 
the plainly marked road leading up tho 
steep sides of Davis Hiy. This, one can 
make out fully a mile away, although, not 
knowiner Avhat it was at that distance, the 
observer might be inclined to think it a 
strip of light grass in a depression until 
closer inspection revealed its true charac- 
ter as the work of man and not of nature. 


A view of this road as we saAV it from the 
plain in the flat valley of tho Casas Grandes 
is given in figure 1, and the first small ruin 
on the Urst hill is shown in flgure 2. The 
circular ruins higher up on the second hill 
and the fortification on the top are not 
shown, as they are really not visible from 
the low point Avhere tho sketch Avas tciken 
by Mr. Landeau. our artist. From the 
fortification's summit, the vieAv. from a mili- 
tary standpoint, Aivlis one of tho most com- 
plete that could be desired. From both 
sides the hills retreated, giving full scope 
to the eye up anddoAvn<he broad valley, 
every square yard of which was probably 
irrigated and cultivated, while just back of 
the fortification, or to the eastAvard, the 
Eseondido Mountains opened out into a 
valley that made any surprise by an enemy 
from that side impossible. In short, the 
fortification could be left defenseless by 
the people in clear weather, or during such 
weather as they would be likely to work on 
their farms, and with a few keen-sighted 
sentinels posted there they could give the 
alarm of a coming hostile incursion in 
ample time for the population to man the 
intrenohments before an attack could pos- 
sibly be made by the most rapidly moving 
enemy. 


This, of course, assumes that the able- 
bodied citizen of that day was equally an 
artisan or farmer and a soldier when an en- 
emy approached—an assumption which we 
know IS well founded with so many of the 
ancient races, although arms now is con- 
sidered' a definite profession. Betoming 
Irom Davis Hill, an outlying but prominent 
foot-hill of the Eseondido (Hidden) Moun- 
tain. we passed through the old deaerted 
Mezioan mining town of Bacrancja. It plain- 
ly ahowed ita ancient "" 
' * ' 


in a little pot. as if they Avere niiiking apple- 
butter or putting up the preserves for a 
family's Avinter use. instead of Avorking ono 
ot the richest veins of silA-er in a country 
celebrated for its valuable silver mines. 
This resulting mass is Avashed out in a pan 
like a prospective miner Avashes for signs 
of gold in the sand and gravel of a mountain 
stream, with the exception that quicksih-er 
is put in to form an amalgam Avith the noAv 
liberated sih-or. This is pressed out Avith 
the hand, and the hitl" ball of amalcam. as 
bright as silver itself, has the mercury 
driven off by a furnace big enough to frv 
the eggs, for a party of tAvo. and the pure 
silver ball, glistening like hoar frost in the 
morning sun. is beaten down to the size of 
a big marble to prevent it. in its very friable 
condition, from breaking to pieces. It is 
exasperating in the extreme to see sueh 
diabolical AvorKs of man applied to the rich 
offeriniTS of ni^ure. In my lirst 200 miles 
of travel I uSssed ¡lalí as many silver 
"arospects" that Avould pay Avell if a rail- 
road ran within a day's easy haul of them, 
that are noAV idle, and that will remain so 
until Anglo-^axon blood, muscle and ma- 
chinery get into these parts to change the 
present sluggish course of attairs. 


My trip of over tAVo hundred miles doAvn 
tho eastern slope of the Sierra 3íadre Moun- 
tains. from the boundary betAA-een the two 
countries, coupled Avith the information I 
had arained »-n route. shoAved me that I 
could undoubtedly do better by attempting 
to make my Avay tiuough the great range 
from the AvestAvard. so the remainder of the 
article details our chan':o of base from tho 
State of Chihuahua to that of Sonora to 
the westAA-ard, preparatory to piercing tho 
Sierra Madres at the most available line for 
the best interests of the expedition. 
There 
Avas but A-ery little out of routine travel for 
a day or tAvo, until AVO came to the third 
crossing of tho Casas Grandes Biver, at a 
point so near its mouth or AA-here it emptied 
into Laguna Guzman, that Ave felt sure AVC 
AAould haA-e little trouble in crossing it, for, 
as I have already explained, most of the 
rivers in this country aro the larger the 
nearer they get to tiieir head. 
Ihere had 
been no rains to sAvell the streams, and our 
surprise can therefore be imagined Avhen 
we reached the rÍA-er to find it a raging tor- 
rent. It AA-as over the backs of our smallest 
horses and OA-er the tops of all the Avagon- 
beds, so the prospect was not A-erv encour- 
aging for a crossing Avith our effects in a 
dry condition. 


A long experience in frontier Held service 
had taught me that it Avas seldom Avise to 
aAvait the falling of a SAVollen river if it could 
bo crossed at all. and so we set to Avork to 
get over the obstreperous stream. The 
artist in the illustration has no doubt de- 
scribed it better than l í a n possibly do, but 
there Avere so many phases that I Avill try 
to give some ot them. The loads Avere piled 
aboAe the beds iuid this maile tiiem top 
heavy, the great empty beds acting like so 
many boats as they dashed into the RÍA-er. 
contributing very much to making the 
Avhole 
thing 
unstable. 
One driver, a 
Mexican, by tho name of Chaves, had the 
Avorst time of it in a low, light Avagon, 
drawn by tAVO small pinto bronchos. 


The flood sAvept him doAvn stream under 
an overhanging clump of AA-Í11OWS, despite a 
rope tied to the tongue or tht; wagon and 
another held firmly by a half dozen persons 
on the up-stream side. But he AA-as as cool 
at tho head as at his feet, althougn he was 
knee deep in the ice-water of the river as 
he stootl upright in the wagon-bed. 
A mo- 
ment's Av-aiting to ailoAVthe horses, to regain 
their bewildered senses, and Chaves sAvam 
them up-stream to the crossing, and tiie 
men with a whoop and yell dragged tho 
Avhole affair on shore, looking like drowned 
rats tied to a dripping cigar-box. 
We were 
three hours and a quarter getting over the 
river, which was finished just at ni<rhtfall. 
but Ave felt as if we could ha\-e lyncneu the 
man Avho Avrote that Mexico was a vast 
waterless tract of country. We saw enough 
water that day to have supplied Bourbon 
County, Kentucky, for a lull century. A 
good system of conserA'ing the Avater supply 
here Avould allow thirty Caucasians to liA-e 
off of the soil to where one Mexican is noAV 
found.

N t h e spring of 1847 
President 
Brigham 
Young started from 
lOmaha by bull 
team 
:or Utah,* writes Bill 
ye, in the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch. 
He 
had 143 picked 
men 
¡of marriageable a g e 
and great versatility, 
also 
eight 
of t h e 
twelve 
a p o s t l e s . 
These 
apostles were 
plain men with thick- 
set 
whiskers a n d a 
great yearning to re- 
.semble 
some of t h e 
tough 
element de- 
scribed in the Bible. 
They wanted to 
inaugurate somewhere a church Avliich 
should be self-supporting, and encour- 
age the social instinct to a remarkable 
degree. 
Their chief 
ambition Avas to 
organize a paying church, Avherein the 
elders Avould' not have to rely upon 
donations, and wherein also the Old 
Testament idea of home might be car- 
ried 
out. 
So they hitched u p tht ir 
cattle and steered their caravan toward 
the West, over "sage and 
salaratus. 
across unbridgcd riAers and 
througJi 
mountain defiles," which became still 
more so as t h e troupe 
approached 
them. 


Discovering t h e Great Salt 
Lake 
Basin, they returned across tho baking 
poAvder desert, and the 'i^d of Decem- 
ber, at Council 
Bhiffs, issued their 
epistle, 
recounting t h e disagreeable 
repulsion from Xauvoo, the fortunate 
discovery of the Valley of the 
Jordan 
and the Great Salt Lake, and recom- 
mending a reorganization of the church 
by selecting a President. Vice Pre>i- 
dent, Lhnpire and Corresjjondiug 
Sec- 
retary. 
Mr. Brigham Voting, a rising 
young red-Avhiskered man who com- 
bined t h e philanthropieal instincts of 
J a y Gould with t h e keen 
social in- 
stincts of an English duke, was chosen 
President. 


The 
gang

went into winter 
quarters on t h e banks of the tioiled 
Missouri. 


The winter quarters Avere situated 
ujion the lands belonging to the Oma- 
ha Indians, AVIIO felt sorry for the Mor- 
mons.

kicked out from under them, leaving 
them supporting their Aveight entirely 
by means of the neck.

tributed to special clubs, Avho ran an 
impromptu business, something as the 
White Caps do noAv, w hen they want to 
Avhip a Avoman, and are afraid to do so 
single-handed.

neAvsi^aper. I t started out 
J u l y 
1854. I t was doAoted to the arts, sci-

business manager, and had four wives 
besides. 
I t is needless to say that he 
was a man of great ability.

Hints As To Shaving. 


NoA'er fail to Avell wash your beard 
with soaj) and cold water and to nib it 
dry immediately before you ajiply the 
lather, of which the more you use, aud 
the thicker it is, the easier you Avill 
shaA'e. 


NeA-er use Avarm Avater wluch makes 
the face (of shavers) tender. 


In cold weather place your i-azor (clos- 
ed of course) in your pocket, or under 
your arm, to waim it. 


The moment you leave your bed (or 
bath) is the best time to shave. 


Always wipe your razor clean, and 
strop it before putting it aAvay; and al- 
A\ays put your shaving brush aAvay with 
the lather on it. 


The razor, being only a fine saw, 
should be moved in a sloping or saAviug 
direction, aud held nearly flat to your 
face, care being taken to draw the skin 
as tight as possible with the left hand, 
so as to i^resent an even surface, and to 
throAV out the beard. 


The i>raotice of pressing on the edge 
of the i-azor in stiopping it soon rounds 
it; the pressure should be directed to 
the back, which should never be raised 
from the strop. 
If you shave from heel 
to point of razor, sti-op it from point to 
heel; but if you begin with the i)oint in 
shaving, then strop it from heel 
to 
point. 


If you only once put away your razor 
without stiopping it, or othenvise per- 
fectly cleaning the edge, you must no 
longer expect to shave well and easy— 
the soap and damp so soon rust the fine 
teeth and edge. 


A piece of soft plate-leather should 
always be kept with i-azors. to wipe 
tihemwith.—[Medical

which no Mohammedan is ashamed 
toQwn—that "bad luck" will surely and 
mysteriously follow any one Avho kills 
a dog, though good luck will not desert 
one, in the Turk's opinion, who makes 
a dog's life miserable. 
A Turk, there- 
fore,who aims a bloAv, a kick,or a stone 
at a dog will be careful not to hit a 
vital part, and while the air is rent 


continually night anjl day in Constan- 
tinople with their howls of ])ain and 
anger, and dogs are often maimed and 
bruised as well as half starved, they 
are, as a rule, long-lived and healthy. 


How can it be ])Ossible for creatures 
so aljhorred and down-trodden to have 
banded together, and to have formed, 
as I have said, a union which claims 
ana obtains res])ect even 
from the 
Turks ? Yet such is the simjde fact 
about the dogs of Constantinople. 


Nameless, homeless and masterless, 
they live, eat and sleep, in fair weather 
or foul, in the crooked winding streets 
of the beautiful city. 
They make their 
homes in old boxes, behind walls or 
under curbstones, or these 
failing, 
stretch themselves shelterless 
along 
the pavement, crowding the highways, 
blocking the by-ways, 
threatening 
every path. 


But there is law and order in tlus 
apparently heterogeneous mass of ca- 
nines. 
They form a strong and trust- 
•worthy under-police guard, -and are 
organized in bands as scavengers and 
grubbers. 
The people know the dogs 
of their neighborhood and trust, so en- 
tirely to thai» sagadty and energy that 
bolts and bitrg^is are - aJike tnknown 
in Jkmstootit^pl« and garbage cart« 
and ^soap-jiat'' aré tmhonored and xm» 


stowed away in one valise, which can be 
watched with c»mparative ease. 


"White skirts are considered vulgar for 
traveling. An hour's wear soils them 
and the lace and embroideiy with which 
they are trimmed becomes frayed and 
ragged, and consequently untidy. The 
skirts preferred are of surah, made short 
ond 
somewhat 
scant, without lining, 
trimjiied with a rnffle around tBe bottom, 
which may be simply embroidered in car- 
dinal, white, or lavender. 
Others, almost 
as handsome, are of mohair, in dark- 
blue, gray or brown, or stri^ied in gray 
and rose or blue and cardinal. 
These do 
not wrinkle or shrink, xind may be kept 
neat and perfectly clean with the clothes 
brush. 
They are worn .ilso in the city 
almost exchtsively for business and shop- 
ping. 


The 
proper materials for traveling 
dresses ~ are cnmelette, a light-weight 
camel's hair, closer and smoother than 
the old tabric; ladies' cloth, also light- 
weight, manufactnred for the spring and 
early summer trade, and tine French flan- 
nels. 
They are made almost invariably 
with box plaited 
sldrts, 
veiy simple 
drapery in the back, and basques with 
vests aad cutis to match whatever trim- 
ming there may be on the skirt. 
There 
has been some demand for accordion 
skirts in mohair, with silk blouses for 
traveling dresses, but they catch the dust 
and are too full and heavy, the light, 
close skirts being more popular. 


A gray cameleite had a box-plaited skirt 
with a band of light Persian embroidery 
at the left side extending the entire 
length, from belt to hem. The basque 
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was a Directoire effect, with a vest of the 
embroideiy, the revers edge with bias 
bands of gray velvet, the buttons being 
covered with the same material. 


Another was of light-wei;;ht 
ladies' 
cloth, also gray, which se^ns to be the 
favorite color, possibly because it does 
not show the dirt. The front breadth was 
formed of side plaits, narrow at the top 
and widening to form a fan; on either side 
was a wide panel, elaborately braided in 
blacH. The basqne was made with a loose 
Empire front of black gros grain silk, box- 
plaited, the cutis and pocket flaps braided 
to match the skirt. 


A dark green camelette had a draped 
skirt, with a band of fawn-colored appli- 
que four inches above tkehem, and a plain 
basque with applique ouifs and vest. 


One that would especially commend 
itself to a branette, but which no blonde 
should undertake to wear, was of fine 
fawn-colored broadcloth, with a plain, 
box-plaited skirt. The overdress was a 
anel Directoire coat, with a wide band of 


brown applique, extending from the 
shoulder down the front and across the 
bottom of the panels, which were lined 
with fawn-colored faille. The vest was 
of the silk, plaited, with a wide belt of 
folds of the same. The plain coat-sleeves 
were finished with cuffs of the appliane. 
The price of this dreis was $40, ana it 
eould hardly be made for that by any com- 
petent dresa-maker.

near to the true they Avould be. ( «old 
is Avorth about $240 per pound, troy, 
platinum $130, and silver about $12. 
Nickel Avotild be qtioted at about sixty 
cents, and jiure aluminum at $8 or $1' 


troy 


We will now compare these price- 
with those of the rarer and less Avell- 
known of the metals. 
To take them in 
alphabetical order, barium 
sells for 
$975 a pound, when it is sold at all, an<^ 
calcium is worth $1,800 a 
pound 
Cerium is a sliade higher—its cost i.s 
$160 an ounce, or $1,020 a pound. 


These 
begin to look like fabulous 
prices, but they do not reach the high- 
est point; chromium brings $200, co- 
balt falls to about half the price of sil- 
ver, Avhile didymium is the same price 
as cerium, and erbium $10 cheaper on 
the ounce than calcium, or just $1,680 
per pound. 


If the wealth of the "^'anderbilts be 
not oA'erstated, it amounts to nearly 
$200,000,000. 
With this sum they 
could purchase 312 tons of gold and 
have something left over, but they 
couldn't buy two tons of gallium, that 
rare 
metal being worth $3,250 an 
ounce. 
"With this metal the highest 
price is reached, and it may well be 
called the rarest and most precious of 
metals. 


Glucinum is worth $250 per ounce; 
indium, $158; iridium, $658 a pound; 
lanthanium, $175, and lithium, $160 
per ounce. 
Niobium costs $128 per 
ounce; asmium, palladium, platinuni, 
potassium, and rhodium bring respect- 
ively $640, $400, $130, $32, and $512 
per pound. 
Strontium costs $128 an 
ounce; tantaum, $144; telurim, $9; 
thorium, $272; vanadium, $320; yttri- 
um, $144; and zirconium, $250 an 
ounce. 


Thus we see that the commonly re- 
ceived opinion as to what are the most 
precious metals is quite eironeous. 
Barium is more than four times as valu- 
able as gold, an4 gf^tim more than 
162 times as oostl^^ wh£l0 m a n j ai the 
netalB «re twim and thrice aatidiiiad«.

Ifr. Marion J>. Egbert, the BudgeVa

A couple of months afterwards word 
was received that Watch was safe and 
sound at his old home in the Keystone 
State. 
Word Avas sent to give him a 
good home, but before the letter had 
reached its destination Watch had re- 
turned to Ohio, eA-idently the gladdest 
dog on earth, his unexpected presence 
making the children almost 
beside 
themselves. 
To make the round trip he 
had traveled over twelve hundred miles, 
SAvimmingthe Muskingum, Ohio, and 
Susquehanna rivers. But he never went 
back again.

Had I kept my prom- 
ise I should have been saved this shame, 
and been free from the load of guilt 
that hangs round me like a vulture, 
threatening to drag me to justice for 
crimes yet unrevealed. I, who once 
moved in the first circles of society, and 
have been the guest of distinguished 
E 
ublic men, am lost, and all through 


ad company." 
This is but one of the thousand proofs 
that the companion of fools shall be 
destroyed. 
It is the 
invariable 
rule. 
Ihere'is a well man in the wards of a 
hospital, 
where 
there 
are 
hundred 
people sick with ship fever, and he will 
not be so apt to take the disease as a 
good man would be apt to be smitten 
with moral distemper, if shut up with 
iniquitous companions. 


In olden times prisoners were 
herded 
together in the same cell, but each one 
learned the vices of all the culprits, BO 
that, instead of being reformed by in- 
carceration, the day of liberation turned 
them out upon society beasts, not men. 


We may, in our places of business, be 
compelled to talk to and mingle with 
badmen;bat he who deliberately chooses 
to associate himself with vicious people 
is eng.afred in carrying on a courtship 
with a Delilah, whose shears will clip 
off all the locks of his strength, and he 
will be tripped into perdition. 
Sin is 
catching, is infectious, is epidemic. 
I 
will let you look over the millions of 
people now inhabiting the earth, and I 
challenge you to show me a good man 
who, after one year, has made choice 
and consorted with the wicked. 
A thou- 
sand dollars reward for one 
such 
in- 
stance. 
I caro not 
how 
strong 
your 
character may be. 
Associate with gam- 
blers, you will become a gambler. 
Clan 
with burglars, and you will become a 
burglar. 
Go among the 
unclean, 
and 
you will become unclean. 
Not appre- 
ciating the truth of my text, many a 
young 
man 
has been 
destroyed. "He 
wakes up some morning in the great 
city, and knows no one except the per- 
sons into whose employ he has entered. 


As he goes into the store all the clerks 
mark 
him, 
measure 
him, and discuss 
him. 
The upright young men 
of 
the 
store 
wish him well, but perhaps wait 
for a formal introduction, and even then 
have 
some delicacy about inviting him 
into their 
associations. 
But the 
bad 
young 
men of the store at the first op- 
portunity approach and offer their serv- 
ices. 
They patronize him. 
They pro- 
fess to know all about the town. 
They 
will take him anywhere that he wishes 
to go—if he will pay the expenses. 
For 
if 
a good young man and a bad young 
man go to some place where they 
ought 
not, the good young man has invariably 
to pay the charges. 
At the moment the 
ticket 
is to be paid for, or the cham- 
pagne settled for, the bad young 
man 
feels 
around 
in his pockets and says: 
"I have forgotten my pocketbook." 
In 
forty-eight hours after the young man 
has entered the store the bad felîows of 
the establishment slap him on the shoul- 
der familiarly, and, at his stupidity 
in 
taking 
certain 
allusions, 
say: 
"My 
young friend, you will have to be broken 
in;" and they immediately proceed to 
break him in. 
Young man, in the name 
of 
God 
I warn you to beware how you 
let a bad man t?lk familiarly with you. 
If such an one slap you on the shoulder 
familiarly, turn round and give 
him 
a 
withering look, until the wretch crouches 
in your 
presence. 
There is no 
mon- 
strosity 
of 
wickedness that can stand 
unabashed under the glance of 
purity 
and honor. 
God keeps the lightnings 
of Heaven in His own scabbard, and n o 
human 
arm can 
wield them; but God 
gives to every 3'oung man 
a 
lightning 
that 
he may use, and that is the light- 
ning of an honest eye. 
Those who have 
been 
close 
observers will not wonder 
why I give warning to youui? men, 
and 
say, "Beware of bad company." 


First, I warn you to shun the 
skeptic 
—the young man who puts his fingers in 
his 
vest 
and laughs at your old-fash- 
ioned religion, and turns over to 
some 
mystery 
of 
the Bible and says: 
"Ex- 
plain that, my pious 
friend; 
explain 
that." 
And who says: 
"Nobody 
shall 
scare me; I am not afraid of the future; 
I used to believe in such things, and so 
did my 
father and mother, but I have 
got over it." 
Yes, he has got 
over 
it; 
and 
if 
you 
sit in his company a little 
longer, you will get over it too. 
With- 
out 
presenting 
one 
argument against 
the Christian religion, such men 
will, 
by their jeers and scoffs and caricatures, 
destroy your respect for that 
religion 
which was the strength of your father in 
his 
declining years, and the pillow of 
your old mother when she lay a-dying. 
Alas! a time will come when that blus- 
tering young infidel will have to die, then 
his diamond ring will flash no splendor 
in the eyes of Death, as he stands over 
the coucb, waiting for his soul. 
Those 
beautiful locks will be uncombed upon 
the pillow, and the dying man will say: 
"I cannot 
die—I cannot die." 
Death, 
standing ready beside the couch, 
says: 
"You must 
die; you have onl3'half a 
minute to live; let me have it right away 
—your soul." 
"No," says the young in-

You crowd 
me too hard. It is getting dark in the 
room. O God!" "Hush," says Death, 
"you said there was no God." "Pray for 
me," exclaims the expiring infidel. 
"Too late to pray," says Death; "but 
three more seconds to live, and I will 
count them off—one—two—three." He 
has gone! Where! Where? Carry him 
out—out, and bury him beside his father 
and mother, who died while holding 
fast the Christian religion. They died 
singing; but the young infidel only said:

have a reiy soft hand and y«B|r fanHlMs 
apparel, and have a high sounding 
family name, but his touch is death. Be- 
fore you know it yon will in his pres- 
ence be ashamed of yonr work dress. 
Bnsiness will become to you dmdgery, 
and after a while you will lose your 
place, and afterwards your respecta- 
bility, and last of all your soul. Idle- 
ness is next door to villiany. 
Thieves, 
gamblers, burglars, shop lifters and as- 
sassins are made from tbe class who 
have nothing to do. When the police 
go to hunt up and'arrest a culprit they 
seldom go 'to look in among busy clerks 
or in the busy carriage factoiy, but they 
go among the groups of idlers. The 
play is going on at the theater, w^hen 
suddenly there is a scuffle in the top 
galleiy. What is it? A policeman has 
come in, and leaning over, has tapped 
on the shoulder of a young man, saying: 
"I want you, sir." He has not worked 
during the day, but somehow has raked 
together a shilling or two to get into 
the top gallery. He is an idler. The 
man on his right hand is an idler and 
the man on his left hand is an idler. 


Shrink back from idleness in yourself 
and in others if you would maintain a 
right position. 
Good old Ashbel Green, 
at more than eighty years of age, was 
found busy writing, 
and some 
young 
man said to him; 
"Why do you keep 
busy? 
It is time for you to rest." 
He 
answered: 
"I keep busy to keep out of 
mischief." 
No man is strong enough to 
be idle. 


Are you fond of pictures? 
If so I will 
show you one of the works of an old 
master. 
Here it is: 
"Iwent by the field 
of the slothful, and by the vineyard of 
the man void of understanding; and lo! 
it was all grown over with thorns, 
and 
nettles had covered 
the 
face thereof, 
and the stone wall was broken 
down. 
Then 
I saw 
and 
considered 
well. 
I 
looked upon it and received instruction. 
Yet a little sleep, a little slumber, a lit- 
tle folding of the hands to sleep. 
So 


shall thy 
poverty 
come 
as

I don't know of another sentence in the 
Bible more explosive than that. 
It first 
hisses softly, like the fuse of a cannon, 
and 
at 
last 
bursts

The old proverb was right: 
"The devil tempts most men, but idlers 
tempt the devil." 


A young man came to a man of 90 years 
of age and said to him: 
"How have you 
made out to live so long and be so well?" 
The old man took the youngster to an 
orchard, and, 
pointing to some 
large 
trees full of apples, said: 
"i planted 
these trees when I was a boy, and do you 
wonder that now I am permitted 
to 
gather the fruit of them?" 
We gather in 
old age what 
we plant in our youth. 
Sow to the wind, and we reap the whirl- 
wind. 
Plant in early life the right kind 
of a Christian character, and you will 
eat luscious fruit in old age, and gather 
these harvest applies in eternity.

I urge you to avoid the per- 
petual pleasure seeker. I believe in rec- 
reation and amusement. 
I need it as 
much as I need bread, and go to my 
daily exercise with as conscientious 
a 
purpose as I go to the Lord's 
Supper; 
and all persons of sanguine 
tempera- 
ment must have amusement and recrea- 
tion. 
God would not have made us with 
the capacity to laugh if he had not 
in- 
tended us sometimes to indulge it. God 
hath hung in skj', and set in wave, 
and 
printed oil grass many a roundelay; but 
he who chooses pleasure seeking for his 
life work does not understand for what 
God made him. 
Our amusements 
are 
intended 
to help 
us in some 
earnest 
mission. 
The thunder cloud 
hath an 
edge exquisitely purpled, but, with voice 
that jars the earth, it declares: 
"I go to 
water the green 
fields." 
The wild flow- 
ers under the fence 
are gay, but they 
say: 
"We stand here to make a beauti- 
ful edge for the wheat 
field, 
and to re- 
fresh the husbandmen in their nooning." 
The stream 
spaikles 
and foams, 
and 
frolics, and says: 
"I go to baptize 
the 
moss. 
I lave the spots on the trout. 
I 
slake the thirst of the bird. 
I turn the 
wheel of the mill. 
I rock in my crystal 
cradle muckshaw and water lily." 
And 
so, 
while 
the 
world plays, 
it works. 
Look out for the man who alwaj's plays 
and never works. 


You will do well to avoid those whose 
regular business it is to play ball, skate 
or go a-boating. 
All these sports are 
grand in their places. 
I never 
derived 
so much advantage from any ministerial 
association as from a ministerial 
club 
that went out to play ball every 
Satur- 
day afternoon in the outskirts of Phila- 
delphia. 
These recreations are grand 
to 
give 
us muscle and spirits for our 
regular toil. 
I believe 
in 
muscular 
Christianity. 
A man is often 
not 
so 
near God with a weak stomach as 
when 
he has a strong 
digestion. 
But 
shun 
those who make it their life 
occupation 
to sport. 
There are young men whose 
industry 
and usefulness 
have 
fallen 
overboard from the yacht on the Hudson 
or the Schuylkill. 
There are men whose 
business 
fell 
through 
the 
ice of the 
skating pond, and has never since been 
heard of. 
There is a beauty in the glid- 
ing of a boat, in the song of skates, 
in 
the soaring of a well struck ball, and I 
never see one 
fly 
but 
I 
involuntarily 
throw up my hands to catch it; and, 
so 
far from laying an injunction upon ball 
playing, or any other innocent sport, 
I 
claim them all as belonging of right to 
those of us who toil in the grand indus- 
tries of church and state. 


But 
the 
life 
business 
of 
pleasure 
seeking 
always makes 
in the 
end a 
criminal 
or a sot. 
George 
Brummell 
was smiled upon by all England, 
and 
his 
life was 
given 
to pleasure. 
He 
danced with 
peeresses, 
and 
swung a 
round of mirth, and 
wealth, 
and 
ap- 
plause, until exhausted of purse, and 
worn out of body, and bankrupt of rep- 
utation, and ruined of soul, he begged 
a biscuit from a grocer, 
and declared 
that bethought a dog's life was better 
than a man's. 


Such men will crowd around your 
desk or counter or work bench or seek 
to decoy you off. lihey will want you to 
break out in the midst of your busy day 
to take a ride with them to Coney Island 
Or to Central park. They will tell you 
of some people you must see; q^ some 
excursion that you must take; of some 
Sabbath day that you ought to dishonor. 
They will tell you of exquisite wines 
that you must take; of costly operas that 
you must hear; of wonderful dancers 
that you must see; but before you accept 
their convoy or their companionship re- 
member that while at the end of a use- 
ful life you may be able to look back to 
kindnesses done, to honorable work 
accomplished, to poverty helped, to a 
good name earned, to Christian influence 
exerted, to a Saviour's cause advanced— 
these pleasure seekers on their death 
bed have nothing better to review than 
a torn playbill, a ticket for the races, an 
empty tankard and the cast out rinds of 
a carousal; and as in the delirium of 
their awful death they clutch the goblet 
and press it to their lips, the dregs of 
the cup falling upon their tongue will 
begin to hiss and ancoil with the adders 
of an eternal poison. 


Cast out these men from yonr com- 
Do not be intimate with them, 
ways be polite. There is no demand 
that you ever sacrifice politeness. A 
young man accosted a Christian Quaker 
with: "Old chtm, how did you make all 
your money?" The Quaker replied: "By 
dealing in a article that thou mayest 
deal in if thou wilt—civility." Always 
be courteous, but at the- same time firm. 
Say no as if you meant it. Have it un- 
derstood in store, and shop, and street, 
that yon will not stand in the compan- 
ionship of the skeptic, the idle, the 
pleasure seeker.

A Sketch of Their Crimes and Atro- 
cities—Three Hon^, Three in the 
Pen and Nearly a Score Jailed. 


Below is given a faithful account of 
the organization and exploits of the 
scourges of a portion of Missouri—the 
Bald-Knobbers. 


The first company of .Bald-Knobbers 
in Cliristian County was organized in 
April, 1886, on the banks of Bull Creek. 
Among »the members of that company 
were D * e Walker, Bill Walker, Wiley 
Matthe-^ and WilÚam Stanley. 
There 
were eleven companies in Christian 
County, with an aggregate membei-ship 
of four hundred. 
The organization had 
its grips, pass words, masks, seci'et 
meetings and terrifying oaths. 
Its pur- 
pose, originally, was to keep li«|Uor- 
sellers in check and punish wife-beaters. 
From this it drifted into the business of 
whiijping those wlio spoke disrespect- 
fully of tlie orgnnizatiou, or who ottend- 
ed its members. 
Its biggest gathering 
was at the first whisky raiil at Cluulwick, 
when 337 men were on hand. 
Its lute 
raids were suia .ler uflairs—mere night- 
riding adventures—always lawless, of 
course. 


The raid out of which grew the cases 
that sent three men to the gallows and 
others to State's Prison occurred on the 
night of JLu-ch 11, 1887. 
Their clan 
Lad gathered at the old smelter on Bull 
Creek. 
It was reported that young 
William Edens had spoken lightly of 
the cLin, and punishment was decided 
on. 
A squad of masked men visited 
William Edens' house and broke in the 
door. He was not at home, but was 
spending the night at tlie house of his 
father, James Edens, two and a half 
miles from Sparta. 
In that house that 
night were old man James Edens and 
wife, Charles Green and his wife, ^Irs. 
Green being a daughter of James Edens, 
and William Edens. 
As soon as the 
Knobbers got to this house they burst 
both doors open. Old man Edens fired 
at the croAvd and shot Bill Walker, one 
of the Knobbers, in the thigh. 
The 
Knobbers returned the fire. 


Charles Green and Charles Edens 
were killed and the old man Edens shot 
in the neck. John Matthews was slightly 
wounded on the top of the head. 
Young 
Edens had been shot down in the first 
volley, and was lying on the floor when 
the Knobbers went out of the house. 
There was a consultation in the yard, 
and one of the Knobbers came back to 
the house, fired at young Edens and 
killed him instantly. 
Tlie Knobbers, 
before dispersing, were instructed by 
Chief Dave Walker as to the disposition 
of their masks and as to the alibi to be 
set up in case of trouble. 
Walker took 
his wounded sou away. 
None of the 
raiders fled the district. 
Apparently 
they felt st cure that no Knobber would 
beti-ay his fellows. 


Next day Mrs. Green went to Ozark 
and swore out waiTants against four per- 
sons. 
One of these was Bud Kay. Bud, 
on being arrested, sought legal advice 
from Colonel Almus Harrington, a law- 
yer who, of all men, had been the most 
outspoken against the Knobbers. 
Un- 
der Han-ington's advice Bud gave the 
names of all the Knobbers figuring in 
the Edens-Green raid. 


By March 15 ninetee:i Knobliere were 
in jail. The jail at Ozark had been de- 
stroyed by fire, and the prisoners were 
guarded in the court house, and Ozark 
was protected by armed sentinels and 
countersigns the same as if it was in a 
state of siege. 
The nineteen jmsoners 
were: Sam Preston, Sr; Sam Preston, 
Jr.; James Preston, Bub Eay, William 
Roberts, Joe Hyde, a member of the 
Christian C'hnrch and a teacher; C. O. 
Simmons, a Baptist preacher; Charley 
Gi'aves, Dave 
Walker, the Knobber 
chief, a member of the Baj)tist Church; 
Jolm Matthews, Wiley Matthews, Amos 
Jones, Jack Hites, John P. Hites, Jas. 
Matthews, Jr.; Joe Inman, Wilson Stan- 
ley, William Newton.' About this time 
it became certain that one of the Knob- 
bers had been wounded in the raid, and 
from a shot gun left in the Edens house 
by one of the party, this wounded man 
w'as supposed to be Bill Walker. 
At 
this time, too, Joe Inman made his con- 
fession and gave a clear account of the 
raid and who took a hand in tlie same. 
On March 19 fifteen prisoners waived 
examination, and for safe kee2iing were 
taken to Springfield jail. 
The same day 
Christian County voted to have a jail of 
its own, and later, when this liad l>een 
erected an<l furnished, the Knobbers 
were brought from Sprini^ekl and con- 
fined in Ozark's new jail. 
As a class 
they were nicle and uncultured. 
Many 
of theni had never been on a railroad 
till the sherift" took them on board the 
train as prisoners bound for Ozark, and 
they trembled like frightened horses at 
the locomotive. 


On March 30 Sheriff Johnson and 
Deputy Miller arrived at Springfield 
from West Plains witli Bill Walker and 
Joe D. Newton, brother of Bill Newton, 
already in jail for taking part in the 
Edens-Greens raid. 
This capture was 
the most singular incident of the Bald- 
Knobber campaign. 
After Joe Inman 
had confessed he was followed by Char- 
ley Graves, and from these two enough 
was learned to justify the authorities in 
determining on the capture of Bill 
Walker. 
It was ascei-tatned that Bill 
Walker was in love with Miss Louisa 
Newton, the sister of Bill Newton, and 
Joe Newton was induced to lend a hand 
in the captme of Bill Walker, with 
promise of favor to his brotlier, Bill 
Newton, then in jail awaiting trial for 
murder. Joe Newton went to Dave 
Walker, father of Bill, and told him the 
officers were hot on Bill's trail, and that 
he had better be removed to some safer 
place. 
The Knobber chief accepted the 
suggestion. 
He told Newton where he 
had last heard from Bill, and gave him 
the necessary credentials to effect the 
removal. 
So Joe Newton, in company 
with Miss Louisa and Bill Walker's sis- 
ter, started for the young Knobber's 
hiding-place, the two girls being mere 
"blinds" in the plot. 


The party went first to Gat Walker's, 
where Bill was ttvken by his father on 
the night of the raid. 
Here they got 
instructions to Joe Walker in Ozark 
County, and there Joe Walker told them 
Bill had gone to Baxter County, Arkan- 
sas, where he was duly found with Frank 
Bean. 
The young women were started 
home, and Joe Newton, Bill Walker 
and Frank Bean started for Shannon 
Cojmty. 
Newton had promised to send 
the Sheriff out from West Plains, and 
when that town was neared he left the 
covered wagon with BiU Walker and 
Bean in the woods while he went to 
town, ostensibly to purchase provisions. 
The Sheriff got his tel^ram, and when 
young Walker, Newton and Bean, later 
in the day, were moving toward the rail- 
road depot at West Plains t h ^ were 
halted by the Sheriff and his deputy and 
an«8ted and taken to JaUL 
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Bimnums, William Stanley, I 
Adams and Joe Inman were indict 
the mui^er df "WITHluh Edens, and 1 
for that of Charles Green, Joe 
James Matthews, Lewis Pa,vis an« 
Davis were indicted for the murder of»; 
Charles Edens. 
Dave Walker waaiar^'jff 
dieted in twenty cases outside of th^^y ' 
Edens-Green murder. In all, 250 in- - , 
dictments were returned against sorae\ 
eighty Knobbers for A-arious crimea. • . " 
John'^and William Mapes, sons of Kev. v; 
H. J, Majjes, were indicted for perjury • 
before the Grand Jury. When aiTaign- 
ed each and every Knobber pleaded not - t 
guilty. 
, ? 


Tlie fii-st Knobber tried was GUbert' • 
Applegate, who was tried in ifeptember, .. 
1887, and acquitted. Bill Walker's trial 
commenced March 1, 1888. 
He waa 
defended by S. H. Boyd, O. H. Travera 
and D. M. Payne, 
^^osecuting Attor- 
ney Watson Avas assiste<l hy Colonel 
Alinus Harrington, J. J. Brov u and J. 
A. Hammond. Old man Edens testified 
for the State and Mrs. Emma Edens, 
wife of William Edens, who was killed, 
told how the Knobbers went out of the 
house, when she saw lier husband and 
Charles th een and old man Edens lying 
wounded on the floor. Her husband 
was lying near the door and trying to 
get lip. 
She went to his side, when 
s(mie one of the crowd out-ide i^aid: 
"Put it to him again," Inime liately a 
gun was poked in at the door and fired, 
the shot taking effect in her lir.sband's 
head, from w hich he died instantly. 


The trial came near being a mistrial 
on account of a si< k juror, but the juror 
stuck it out, and Bill Walker was con- 
\-icte(l of murder in the first decree on 
:Marcli f. 
Wiley Matthews was tried 
next, and convicted on March lO. 


Jtihu Matthews Avas not trieil before 
Judge Hubbard, having filed an affi- 
davit alleging prejudice, but was tried 
before Judge McGregor, and convicted. 
The three convicted Knobbers w ere sen- 
tenced to be hanged May 18, 1888. 


Dave Walker's trial commenced April 
5, and he was convicted April 12, and 
sentenced to be hanged. 


Parson C. O. Simmons pleaded guilty 
to murder in the second degree, and got 
I twelve years in the Penitentiary. WU- 
ham Stanley and Amos Jones got twen- 
ty-one yeai-s each. 
' All the capital eases were ai"»pealed to 
the Supreme Coiu't, and, jiending decis- 
ion, at 2 a. m. December 2'J, 1888, 
Wiley Matthews and John Matthews 
and five lailroatl car thieves escaped 
from Ozark Jail. 
Dave Walker and Bill 
Walker had the chance to escape and 
refused to go, asserting that they had 
done nothing to be hanged for. 
John 
Matthews was recaptiu-ed within three 
miles of the Jail, and returned to cus- 
todj-. 
Wiley Matthews is still at large. 


Early in Januarj', 1889, the Supreme 
Court affirmed the judgments in the 
case of John Matthews and Bill Walker, 
and set February 14 for the day of exe- 
cution. 
A reprieve was granted by 
Governor Francis until April 19. 
In 
the interim the Suju-eme C^nirt af- 
firmed the finding in Davo Walker's 
case, and t^et May 10 for the day of his 
execution. 
The Govemor reprieved the 
other two convicted Knobbers to the 
same day. Much pressure was brought 
to bear' in favor of a coinniutution of 
sentence, but on May 3 Governor Fran- 
cis finally declined to interfere. 


Of the twenty-six Knobbers who met 
at the smelter on the night of March 11, 
1878, nineteen went with Chief Walker 
to Ellen's house. 
Sixteen of these were 
indicted for murder in the first def 
Dave Walker, Bill Walker, Wiley 
thews and John Matthews were sen- 
tenced to death.

Tlie toga (tego, to cover, Lat.) was 
the principal outer gai-ment of the Ko- 
mans, and originally perhaps the only 
one. 
Subse(iuently an under garment, 
the tunic, was added. 
It was prol ably 
of Etru.scan origin, and yet it came to 
be the distinctivs badge of th.* lloman 
citizen, whence the Koman people are 
called togati, or gens togata; and conse- 
quently when the Cisalpine tiuiils re- 
ceived"^ the rights of citizenship, their 
countiy was spoken of as Gallia togata, 
in opposition to transalpine Ouui or 
Gallia braccata (breeched, as with the 
Highland kilt, for example), 
At first it 
was semi-ciivular in shape, but after- 
ward, when it became an elabiM.^te and 
complicated article of dress, it mnst 
have been a smaller segment than <i 
.semi-circle. 
It rtHjuired consideralile 
art to make its folds fall gracefully. The 
toga was made of woolen cloth, and ex- 
cept in the case of mourners, wns of a 
white color. Accused jx^rsons sought to ex- 
cite sympathy by going about iu a soiled 
or unsightly toga, while those who were 
seeking otlice were accustomed t'> dress 
tlieuisel\ es in garments which liad been 
rendered artiticially bright by tlie help 
of chalk; hence they were calle 1 candi- 
dates, or "shining ones." I n'ier the 
Emperors the toga, as an artic'e of com- 
mon wear, fell into disuse, ti e Greek 
pallium and other gai-ments b-ing worn 
instead. 
It was i-etained, however, for 
official occasion by the public function- 
aries.—[New York DLspatch.
